F I did not think I could-prove,-that this Bill is the 
J erranteſt Job that ever was brought to P—rl—t, I 
would not give the Houſe the Trouble of hearing me. 
But why do I talk of Proofs ; when there is a known 
Courſe of Law for appointing Aſſizes all over England? 
If one particular Town applies to P—rl tt to defire 
the Monopoly of the Aſſizes in their County, is there 
any Courtier who has fo little of the Country-gentle- . 
2 1 mas 
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man in him, as to want to be told that ſuch a Mono- "al 
poly, excluſive of the other Towns of the County, is a 
a Job? Or will Courtiers be fond of ſuch a Bill only 
becauſe it is a Job and a Monopoly? But, Sir, this Ex- 
clufion is actually going to be inflicted on the County 
of Buckingham; and here let me condole with thar 
unhappy, rather that blinded County, who neg- 
lected to chooſe wo Gentlemen of ſuch Power and 
Intereſt, that I am perſuaded they will have more 
Votes in this Houſe to-day, than they would have 
had at the general Election in the whole County in 
2 if they had done it the Honour to offer them- 
ſelves for Repreſentatives. It is the Power and Inte- 
reſt of thoſe Gentlemen that I am afraid of, not of their 
Arguments; and they will have Occaſion for both the 
former, to balance the Weakneſs and Ridiculouſneſs of 
the latter.

deſtitute of theſe Advantages, and 4y/qfury appearing + | 


to be charaQerized by them, the Arguments ſumm'd 
up in the magic Term County-townyTeem-to have no 
more Weight than two Words without a definite 
Meaning can give them; which can be none here, as 
I am ſure we are not in this Caſe, hat we are Gat 
times denied to be, a Court of Jodicature, for Jargon 
is not our Language. But the Gentlemen ſeemed den- 
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ſible that no Streſs would be laid upon Words of no 

Meaning, and therefore ſoon dropp'd this Topic, to 

flouriſh on others of equal Importance, and equally 

elucidated.. They harangued out of the Petition, 

which having been coined in their own Mint, could 

lend no more Weight than it had received from them, 

For, Sir, what were the fundamental Arguments that 

produced the Petition, and that are to ſupport the Bill? 

Why the t Concern the Town of Buckingham is 

under for loſing the Aſſizes, and a Deſign of prevent- 
ing theſe two dangerous Rivals from being played a- 
gainſt one another. Theſe were the Parents of the 

Bill. A conſtant, ſettled, . uninterrupted Courſe of 
holding the. Aſſizes there for a prodigious Length of 
Time, for no leſs than four and twenty Years, nay, 
and even before the Date of that very diftant-Period, 
ſome reſpectable obſolete Inſtances of their having been 
held there too ; this great Preſcription is to ſupport the 
Bill; and if it were poſſible to want any additional 
Strength, | beſides theſe notable Arguments, and the 
whole Force of the M——ty, and the Drawcanſiriſm 
of their well-worded Champion, the Houſe has had a 
formal Aſſurance that there will be a better Goal built 
at Buckingham than there is at preſent at Ayle/bury, 
where with all the undenied Advantages of Situation 
and Convenience, with a Goal and Town Hall already 
built, it is ſaid there is leſs Attendance at the Aſſizez 
than at Buclin glam. ee 
Io theſe Arguments, mementous as they are re- 
preſented, no Anſwer need be given but what they 
. carry along with them; fooliſh Reaſons confute them- 
' ſelves. :1- can grieve, Sir, that the good Town of 
Buckingham ſhould be concern'd; I can tremble at 
the Apprehenſion of two ſuch potent States as Ayleſ⸗- 
bury and Buckingham entering into Competition for 
Power; I can contract ſuch a Reſpect for venerable 
3 OS: Cuſtam, 
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Cuſtom, as to think four and twenty Years ſuch a Dus 


ration of Empire, that the Scepter cannot be'raviſh'd 


from Buckingham without a Violation of all Antiquity 


and I can think that a future Goal more accommodated 
for Reception, is an Object that ought to ſtrike the 
eſent P—-rl—t ; for as to the greater or leſs Atten- 


dance, I apprehend it depends on n the different Seaſons 


of holding the Aſſizes; becauſe though we have been 
aſſured, that ſome Gentlemen muſt go fifty Miles to 
Buckingham, whereas the greateſt Diſtance from Ayle/- 
bury, is not half the Number; yet T believe many 
would go fifty Miles in Summer, ſooner than twenty- 
five in Winter. By retaining the Aſſizes at Ayleſbury, 
no- body will go above twenty-five at any time. But, 


Sir, I ſhall not dwell on theſe Arguments, becauſe T 


ſhall hardly convince any Man who can ſhut his Eyes 
againſt the Conviction of the Map, nor in the Map it- 
{elf will Aleſbury appear the beſt fituatedy to any Man 


who looks there only for SrowWE. For Ayleſoury I am 


ſure I have no particular Partiality; 1 never got a 
* there, that I did not pay for. 


But, Sir, though I can accompany the Petitioners 


1n all their Griefs and Fears, and Promiſes, yet I can- 
not get over one Objection, which ſtrikes me, as the 


very ſerious Point on which this whole Debate ought 


to turn. And that, Sir, is the great and unprovoked 
Injury which this Bill will offer to the Whole Bench f 
Judges, whoſe Privileges will be violated, and even 


the Prerogative of the Crown infringed through their 
Sides. But though we know by Experience, how 


roughly zheſe Gentlemen handle the Crown, whenever it 


ſuits their own: Views, yet ſhould hope the P=—rl—r 


would not lend their Sanction to this Inſult on the 
Judges. When the Legiſlature has been ſo provident, 
as to eſtabliſh their Charges for Life, that they may 


execute their great and weighty Duties unſubjected to 
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any Menaces of Power, or Appetites of Intereſt, } 
ſhould hope no Man would conſent to lop a Power, 
merited by Age, Experience and Abilities, entruſted 
by the whole Conſtitution, and a Check on all other 
Power, as theirs alone exiſts by, and is inſeparable from 
the Execution of the Laws. Were there as many Cou- 
fins as there are Judges, and all choſen for Buckingham, 
I ſhould hope the venerable Dignity of thoſe Sages 
would ſave them from being ſacrificed to the Clamours 
and Brigues of ſo importunate a Race. If the Bill 
paſſes, the Judges will no-Jonger have the free Option, 
which they have in other Counties, of appointing the 
Aſſizes; and ſurely there is no Cauſe why theſe worthy 
Perſons ſhould loſe a Privilege, which it is not pre- 
rended they have abuſed, only to favour the Petitioners 
in acquiring a new Privilege; much: lefs ſupported by 
any Argument, than any old Privilege that lever heard 
of. For, Sir, I repeat it again, there is not the Sha-. 
dow of an Argument offered to ſupport this Requeſt. 
No Hardſhip is inflited on Buckingham in taking away 
the Aſſizes, the original Hardſhip was to 4l/pury, | 
from whence they were removed by a former Judge, to 
cultivate a Family-Intereſt in the preſent petitioning 
Town, which theſe Gentlemen having undermined by 
their ſuperior Merit, it ſurely may be allowed to ano- 
ther Judge to remove the Aſſizes back to their. former

But as M—s have ſnarted ſuſfuctently by the 92 
chiefs that bave attended theſe Mob Declarations, and 
as our Turn is ſerved by them, I ſhall tell you fairly 
and honeſtly, contrary to our Cuſtom, that we are de- 
' termined not to ſuffer ourſelves by our own Weapons.

as he would not accept the Dignity when we offered it 
him, we are reſolved to prevent his ever having it at 
all. And therefore whatever Indignities we put upon 
him, or whatever Lies we tell of him, are to be im- 
puted not to Ingratitude, but to Self- Preſervation, the 
pri mary Law of Nature and favorite Rule of our Family, 
 wvhom all Men mention with H ſteem. 
Would you know for what all Men eſteem us — Why 
for the whole Tenour of our Conduct: For our Viru-

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the general Prejudices, which have been entertained

Fields, or who are obliged to give their daily Atten- 
dance at the Tables of Tories and Patriots. All the 
Arguments made uſe of in thoſe Places, as well as in 
the other Aſſembly, may be reduced to theſe Two, 
The inconvenient Situation of Buckingham z and, The 
Privilege which by this Means will be taken from the 
Judges. As to the Firſt, the more inconvenient the 
Situation is, the worſe the Roads are, and the further 
Buckingham may be from any Man's Habitation, whoſe 
Buſineſs ſhall call him to the Aſſizes, the better it muſt 
needs be for that Perſon. Change of Air, and Exer- 
ciſe, is univerſally allowed to be the beſt * J 
Health. And if a Man be obliged to ride five Days it 
the Week inſtead of two, and to lie abroad in two 
Places inſtead of one, will he not be proportionably be- 
neſited by it? If his Expences are a little increaſed by 
this Means (which is a trifling Objection, and can only 
affect ſome poor Farmers, who may be ſubpcena'd as 
Witneſſes, or ſummon'd upon a Jury) had he not bet- 
ter beſtow his Money in good Eating and Driking, 
than give it to a Phyſician or an Apothecary? Then 
again, ſuppoſe the Man leaves at home a Wife, who 
is a Shrew, as it is ten to one if he does not, he gets 
three Days of Eaſe and Happineſs extraodinary. And 
this one Conſideration would, Lam ſure, induce many 
honeſt *Squires, to whom I have the Honour to be 
known, to give their Aſſent to the Bill. But, Sir, 
J have ſtill a more forcible Anſwer to make to all the 
Or jections, which have been urged concerning the ill 
Situation of our County Town. The great Mr.——, 
one of our Burgeſſes, and whoſe Father was a Burgeſs 

before him, a moſt excellent Caſuiſt, and a moſt pro- 
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found Scholar, hath lately diſcovered in an old Law 
Book, which was publiſhed many hundred Years ago, 
that Buckingham is as conveicady: ſituated as Ayleſbury ; 
or, that whatever you have at Ayle/bnry,'you may find 
at Buckingham ; or in other Words, t that whether the 
Aſſizes be held at "Ayleſbury, or at 'Buckingbam, tis 
the very ſame Thing. ”Tis well known, that in an- 
cient Times the Laws were all written in Latin, and 
the Words of the Law I ſpeak of are, Quod petis hie 
ft; eff Nubris; which hath been interpreted as above 
by my learned Friend, and which of itſelf is ſufficient 
to e all the Cavils of your W— LES and P. 
TERS, Cc. But 3d, Sir, I affirm, upon very good 
Grounds, that two or three Summers hence, Bucking- 
ham will be better ſituated than any corporate 3 = 
England, or perhaps than any City in Europe. 
our noble V T makes ſuch a quick Progreſs, thitk it 
will not be long ere he takes it into his Gardens. What 
a grand Figure will it make then? or who will not 
rejoice to go the A ſſizes, when they are held at a Place, 
where he may have an Opportunity of ſeeing ſo many 
fine Sights for nothing; Groves and Walks, and Boats 


and Bridges, and Canals and Pillars, and Temples and 5 


Heroes, and Aldermen and Kings, and Queens, and 
Gods and Goddeſſes of all Sorts, and of all Nations? 
If this Advantage were duly conſidered, my Maſter 
and the Brotherhood, inſtead of being infulted in ſuch 
an outrageous Manner, would have the Thanks of the 
whole County for their Generoſity and Condeſcenſion. 

It has been often ſaid, and ſtrongly inſiſted on by 
ſome Members, to prove the inconvenient Situation of 
Buckingham for the Purpoſes in the Bill mentioned, that 
there is no Goal in that Town. But this is ſo far from 
being an Objection, that in my Opinion it is the ſtrongeſt 


Argument we can produce in Favour of the Bill. H he 
1 
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well known, that the Goal-Sickneſs is always infectious, 
and generally mortal; and we have not only Inſtances 
in our Hiſtory to prove, that half the People attending 
at an Aſſize, together with the Judges themſelves, have 
been carried off by this Diſtemper ; but the ſame Thing 
hath happened in our Memory, witneſs the unfortunate 
End of the Lord Chief Baron Pengelly, a few Years 
fince at Exeter. Now, Sir, if the Priſoners are obliged 
to travel a Day's Journey, before they are try'd, as in 
the pteſent Cale, they wall be ſo purified by - ſweet 
Air-on the Road, that there will be no Danger of thei 
bringing any Infection with them into Court. An 
this is a ſufficient Reaſon, why a Goal ought not to be 
ever built in Buckingham, and yet, why the Aſlizes 
ought to be held in * — Town in Winter, as well a 
Summer. | 

The Objection drawn from the Map, which oo Es | 
enforced with ſo much Vehemence to demonſtrate the 
inconvenient Situation of our County Town, I had al- 
moſt forgot, becauſe tis ſo very abſurd. For can any 
Thing be more erroneous, than a Map? Don't your 
Map-makers often; put Lions, and Bears, and Hotten- 
tots, where there ought to be great Cities, and Kings 
Palaces, and Aſſemblies of fine Gentlemen and Ladies ? 
Don't they often make a Sea, where there ſhould. be 
dry Land; and Land, where there ſhould be a Sea? 
For this Reaſon ſome of our great Men have never 
been able to underſtand the Geography of their own 
Country, even when the Map hath been perfectly well 
coloured, and all the Counties properly diſtinguiſhed. 

The 2d Objection, that the fixing the Summer At- 
ſizes at Buckingham takes away a. Privilege from the 
Judges, I do not deny, and therefore I propoſe, that a 
ſuitable Compenſation ſhould be made them for this
